The Airman Performance Reports are to be completed only 
by immediate supervisors to evaluate the job performance of 
their airmen personnel. The ratings will be more accurate 
if made over relatively short periods of time. Rating should 
not cover less than sixty (60) days nor more than twelve (12) 
months. 


If you are rating more than one man, fill out section IITA 
on each airman to be rated, before looking at section IIB. 
When each of your airmen has been rated in IIIA, go on to 
section IIIB and rate each airman in this section. Follow 
this ptocedure in filling out each section. Mark the unknown 
box only when you have insufficient knowledge of a rating 
factor. 


As you know from your own experience, men differ a great 
deal in their ability to do a job. Some few men do an out- 
standing job which is easily recognized; on the other extreme 
there are ‘the unsatisfactory workers who are also few in 
number. 


Consider the most outstanding airman you have as being 
at the right end of a yardstick and the most unsatisfactory 
airman at the left end. Between these extremes you will 
find different degrees of ability. It has been found in rating 
24 airmen that usually one airman will be considered “Out-

standing.” About three airmen will be found who are 
“Excellent.” Eight airmen will be rated “Very Good,” eight 
more only “Good,” three airmen “Fair,” and only one airman 
“Unsatisfactory.” This distribution is shown on the reverse 
side of form. 


DIRECTIONS FOR USING RATINGS 


The ratings of any airman should be evaluated only in 
terms of other airmen working in the same AFS since it has 
been found that significant differences occur when people in 
different specialities are rated. 


A final check should be made with the information in 
section II when evaluating an airman’s ratings. If the rater 
indicates he has supervised the airman only two months, or 
seldom sees his work, the rating scale is of less value than 
if longer periods of supervision or more frequent observations 
are indicated. 


Rating scales should be used in conjunction with scores 
on the appropriate Airman Proficiency Test as well as other 
factors which might be available such as disciplinary records, 
commendations, length of service, and other administrative 
records. No one measure is completely foolproof or abso- 
lutely valid. Local conditions and good judgment should 
dictate the method used for evaluating airmen in each case.
